Wheat Has Gone So High That Mill- 
ers Are Not Buying and Flour 
Has Advanced to Five 
Dollars a_ Barrel. 


St. Louis speculators in wheat are esti!- 
mated to have cleared upward of $2,000,000 
on September options. 

Most of the big traders bought Septem- 
ber wheat months ago, when the option 
could be had as low as 64c. At each bulge 
there was some realizing, though a few of 
the traders still hold the bulk of their con- 
tracts. 

D. R. Francis was one of those who pre- 
ferred to sell and take profits. Sales in the 
last three days have netted him the $300,- 
000 winnings with which he is credited. He 
was a seller Thursday. 

The market is now so strong and so far 
above the low point that traders on the bull 
side are certain of their profits, though 
those who have not already realized can- 
not determine the exact amount of the 
winnings. 

The bulls had the best of it again Thurs- 
day. New records were made in both the 
September and December options. Septem- 
ber reached 9%5%c, the highest quotation 
since 1891, and December sold as high as 
9c, the year’s record. 

Early reports caused both options to open 
below Wednesday's close. September 
opened \%c off, at 94c.

SCHOOL ACCOMMODATION. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch Supt. 
Soldan of the Public Schools says that an 
“erroneous inference” has been drawn 
from his statement that there are 61,552 
children of school age in St. Louis not 
attending any school. The legal schoo] 
age, he explains, extends over a period of 
about fourteen years, and that it does 
not follow that because these children 
are out of school that they enjoy no 
educational privileges. 

The Post-Dispatch did not intend the 
broad inference that all of these children 
were without educational advantages. 
Many of them have had limited educa. 
tion, but many have no educational priv- 
lleges. It is “an army of ignorance” and 
@ menacing element to the community.

But Supt. Soldan wisely emphasizes r 
his last report and in this letter the nee 
of additional and impreved accommoda- 
tions.

rooms in an unsanitary condition have to 
be rented to accommodate the surplus. 

The sole object of the Post-Dispatch is 
to impress upon the Board of Education 
the necessity of doing away with these 
conditions. The essential conditions to 
the full usefulness of the public school 
system are sanitary grammar school ac- 
commodation and satisfactory instruc- 
tion for every child of school age who 
wants school privileges. 


While several regiments of office-seek- 
ers are waiting for Mr. McKinley he is 
so indifferent as to stop and review a reg- 
iment of regulars. 


DEFENDING THE TRUSTS. 
If, as Gov. Flower announced in his de- 
fense of Trusts before the New York 
State Grange, these combinations were 
organized solely to secure the benefits of 
co-operation, his argument would have @ 
more patient bearing. 
But the benefit of co-operation is only 
one of the objects of the Trust combina- 
tions. Enjoying the benefit of co-opera- 
tion and of the cheapening of production 
they assume to regulate both production 
and prices and to secure the profits of 
monopoly. That prices are frequently re- 
duced by them is due, not to the will to 
let the public share the fruits of co-opera- 
tion and cheaper production, but to the 
fear of the effect of excessive profits. The 
law of competition by which capital is 
drawn to profitable enterprise cannot be 
wholly overborne by Trust combination. 
If limiting production, regulating prices 
and restricting trade; in short, if all the 
powers of monopoly are not evils the sup- 
posed aggregate of human wisdom em- 
bodied in political constitutions, statute 
and common laws is the sheerest folly. 
The experience of mankind has played it 
false. 
There is still another form of oppres- 
sion of which the Trusts are guilty. They 
essay—and unfortunately in conspicuous 
instances in this country they have suc- 
ceeded in the attempt—to dictate legis- 
lation and control the courts for the pur- 
pose of securing special immunities and 
privileges for the strengthening of mo- 
nopoly. 
If this control of the powers of gov- 
ernment by monopoly interests for their 
own profit is not a monstrous evil and a 
menace to society the lessons of expe- 
rience and the warnings of wise men are 
idle tales of the nursery. 
As monopolistic combinations, profiting 
by oppression and by the abuse of gov- 
ernmental powers, the trusts assault the 
bulwarks of just government. One or the 
other must fall. If the trusts are to sur- 
vive as useful agents of society they must 
be brought into subjection to law. They 
must be the servants and not attempt to 


be the masters of the people.

THAT DISCRIMINATING DUTY. 


Attorney-General McKenna’s Decision 
Anxiously Awaited. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—It is probable 
that Attorney-General McKenna will in a 
few days render his opinidn tn the import- 
ant question submitted to hiim by the Treas- 
ury Department involving |the construction 
of section 22 of the new tariff law placing 


a discriminating duty of 10 per cent upon 
merchandise carried in other than Ameri- 
can vessels. 

There is good reason, moreover, for the 
statement that Judge McKenna’s opinion 
will decide that the effect of the new law 
will be to abolish the bonded goods privi- 
lege so long enjoyed by the \Canadian rail- 
roads at the expense of their American 
rivais. Such a decision will give satisfac- 
tion to the officials of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, who are heartily in symapthy with 
the apparent desire of the McKinley ad- 
ministrationeto do what so many adminis- 
trations have more or less earnestly sought 
to do—discontinue the practice of allowing 
Canadian railroads to carry merchandise 
through the United States in sealed cars 
free of duty. Many Secretaries of the 
Treasury have expressed determination to 
accomplish this, but all have failed, 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR LOSE. 


Managers of St. Louis Theaters Return 
to Brotherhood Hands. 


With one exception the theaters of St. 
Louis this season will employ only brother- 
hood men to work on the stage. The ex- 
ception is the Standard, the stage of which 
will be manned by Knights of Labor. 

The decision of the managers to employ 
brotherhood men ends the long drawn-out 
fight between the Amer.can Federation of 
Labor and the Knights of Labor over the 
theatrical question. Two years ago a split 
came alvout between the theatrical mana- 
gers and the brotherhood. Bome of the 
stage hands organized themselves {nto a 
Knights of Labor Assembly and submitted 
a ecale of wages which was accepted. 
Three-year contracts were signed by mana- 
gers of five of the leading theaters with 
the Knights of Labor organ zation. 

It seems that these contracts have been 
invalid owing to a flaw in thelr phrasing. 
“Billy” Garen, manager of Havlin’s, ad- 
mits that his house will go back to broth- 
erhood labor. He says the change is made 
because the results are better, although it 
costs more money. 


THE CONFEDERATION WILL FAIL 


Central American Republic Seems on 
the Eve of Disruption. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 19.—Private 
advices from Nicaragua are that Costa Rica 
and Guatamala will in all probability refuse 
to proceed further with the scheme for the 
consolidation of the five republics of Central 
America into one nation, and that the pres- 
ent greater republic, comprising Salvador, 
Honduras and Nicaragua, will disintegrate 
at an early date. The intense jealousy exist- 
ing between Costa Rica and the States com- 
posing the present greater republic of Cen- 
tral America, in which Guatemala particl- 
ates to a lesser degree, is given as the 
reason for the possible failure to carry out 
the agreement. Upon the formal announce- 
ment of the refusal of Costa Rica and Gua- 
tamala to enter the union ‘the present com- 
bination of Honduras, Salvador and Nicar- 
agua is expected to collapse and the result, 
it is feared, will be a state of war that will 
extend to al! the countries of Central Amer- 
ica.

CHIEF MWARRIGAN SAYS THE PO- 


LICE WILL RAID ANY ROOM 
THAT IS OPENED. 


AN ATTEMPT AT REPRISAL. 


Pool-Room Proprietor Asked for a 
Warrant Charging the Fair 
Grounds People With Gamb- 
ling, but Didn’t Get It. 


The raid of Wednesday afternoon was 80 
swift so complete and so positive in all its 
features that the pool-room keepers are at 
gea ae to what to resort to now to evade 
the law and reopen their gambling houses. 

They all confess that they are at a loss 
for an excuse or an evasion that will permit 
them to resume gambling. 

The grim figure of Chief Harrigan witha 
procession of patrol wagons behind him 
ecares them so badly that they fear to 
venture and are waiting each one for the 
other to take the lead. 

The fight this time will probably be made 
by Ed Fitzgerald and Hayden Dorgen, who 
operated the “Clearing House” in the Bank 
of the Republic building, 214 North Fourth 
etreet. 

Attorney Tom Rowe, who has successfully 
fought the law so far will furnish the legal 


lore and carry the fight through to the 
end.

morning were crowded almost to suffocation 


by a mob of pool-room employes, touts, 
gamblers, hangers-on, programme sellers 
and all the motley crew, which is always 
found where there is a chance to pick up 
a dollar or a dime without working. 

Two courts were the centers of action, 
the Court of Criminal Correction, where 
those men arrested under State warrants 
were arraigned to plead, and the First Dis- 
trict Police Court, where all the riff-raff and 
gamall fry were docketed to answer to the 
common nu.sance charge. 

The men arra.gned under warrants were 
all prepared to enter pleas of not guilty 
and some of them had done s0, when 
Judge Murphy stopped al) proceedings un- 
til 1 o’clock in the afternoon. He did this 
to enable those who were also to appear 
in the police court to attend to their cases 
there first and then appear to file their 
formal pe in his court.
